It was not unexpected that Nebraska farmers. 
especiaUy those in the unirrigated sections, 
w'OuW flock to the offer of the Department of 
Agriculture for the subsidixed five and 10 year 
take-out of all their basic crop producing land. 
The Nebraska Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation office said that 600 farmers had 
bid for a place in the four-state test program 
by the end of last week. This number will be 
increased as January wears on. The bidding will 
not close until the end of the month. 
The fact that so many farmers would give 
up crop production for a period of minimum 
economic security is not so much a tribute to 
the total soil bank project as it is a revelation 
of how distressing the general farming indu.stry 
ccmtinues to be. 


The early reaction to the program seems to 
find the Nebraska farm operator hopeful that 
a five or 10 year ride will carry him to eco­ 
nomic high ground again, that somehow or other 
the problems that beset him today will be 
solved by that time. 
He is to be reminded that the program car­ 
ries no such guarantee and exfierience of the 
pa.st SIX years . bears evidence 
against such 
hopefulnei«. It would be a nK>re constructive 
program if it stated a terminal objective and 
provided the five or 10 year non-productive 
interval for S}>ecific preparati< jn for the type 
of farm operation that will be gainful in the 
forthcoming years. 
It is a period of time in which preparation 
for the future is of vital importance.

Elgin's Closing

Llncolniles generally were stunned at the 
newi of the Imminent closing of the KIgin Na­ 
tional Wateh Co. plant at »(Ml No. I6lh. The de- 
velopment brings to an «*nd an indirslrial opera­ 
tion whieh has been in IJiieoln sinee 1946. It 
ends an association which has Im' c ii most pleas­ 
ant for Lincoln and highly beneficial 1« both the 
city and employes of the plant. Without a doubt, 
every person in the city is sorry to see that the 
KIgin company has decided to close its diMirs 
here. 
★ 
W^hile it does mHhiiig to change the effects 
of the closing, reaction to the event is lemtM'ied 
by the fact that the action was not entirely un­ 
expected. Rumors about the pending shutdown 
of Elgin have been prominent in the city lor 
fome time. Also, the cutback is in line with the 
national economy. Leading 
busine8.smen, indu.strialisli 
and economists acro.Hs the 
nation have been concerned 
for some months over the 
slackening in employment and production cut­ 
backs. Unemployment nationally now stands at 
nearly 4 million workers, up I million from a 
year ago, and is expected to climb by March 
1 to 6 million. All this does not help the local 
aituation much but, for what it is worth, it is 
at least a partial explanation. It does not, how­ 
ever, remove or mitigate the problems pre­ 
sented with the closing of one of the city’s 
major industries and the curtailment or elimina­ 
tion of a major payroll. The shutdown will iiave 
a significant and direct effect upon the present 
300 Elgin employes and their families. 
★ 
It is for these people that the first eoueern 
1« felt. For Lincoln it presents a challenging 
problem. Undoubtedly, not all the 800 employes 
will seek new Jobs within the city but a great 
majority of them will attempt to do so before 
liMiking elsewhere. It will be to Lincoln’s defi­ 
nite advantage to retain as many of these peo­ 
ple as is possible. The greater the exodus from 
the city, the greater will be the economic prob­ 
lems that are such a close part of a develop­ 
ment such as this. The people of Lincoln should 
not be fooled into thinking this is an isolated 
case and that it has no semblance of a national 
trend. 
★ 
The hard facts are that this closing presents 
problems of both an individual and coniinunity- 
wide nature. But it must be said at the same 
time that what has happened at Elgin is not 
necessarily a fatal or catastrophic blow for Liu 
coin. It is hard to lose an industry like Elgin’s 
and more difficult yet to 
replace it but it is not 
something which is impos­ 
sible to do. Nor are the 
people of Lincoln inclined 
to give up easily or let any problem rest until 
It has been solved. This change in the city’s 
industrial picture means that there will have 
to be renewed efforts toward industrial expan­ 
sion—both in the area of new firms and growth 
for existing enterprises. It is no mistake to 
expect both of tliese to take place if tl» neces­ 
sary effort and intelligent planning are made. 
While many groups and individuals have spent 
tremendous amounts of time and money iti 
promotion of industry for Lincoln and the state 
as a whole, eve« more of such effort will now be 
expected. As those who are connected with this 
business of industrialization will attest to, it is 
no easy job. 
it 
But It is important for the people of Lincoln 
io keep in mind that this is an activity, tiie 
seeking erf new industry, which Is constantly in 
process. It is an activity in which just one 
single event can take months and even years 
WM-k before H finally culminates In any con­ 
clusion. The average person seldom sees or 
knows about affairs In this area of the city’s 
business and consequently is prone to believe 
that nothing is being done. At this point, there 
to sincere regret felt for the Elgin employes 
and high hopes that Lincoln will be able to 
meet this Jobless problem. There is at the 
sanoie time confidence in what the future holds 
for Lincoln through expectations of an even 
more dedicated approach to industrial expan- 
simi and patient understanding on (he part of 
rltb^i^s. 


Federal Budget 


Redoubled Effort 
On Lincoln's Part 


Nebraska has its own particular stake in the 
budget in the form of the agricultural program 
and public works. 
In looking at what is pro­ 
vided for Nebraska and what desirables have 
been left out. it should be remembered that the 
tunes call for .some economies. 
Strong defen.se 
ineH.sures are vital and they cannot be obtained 
if spending is to continue to mount on all other 
fionU.

.should be shut off but this has not been done. 
While several Nebra.ska reclamation projects 
which have not yet been started would not get 
their start under the new budget, mo.st irrigation 
and flood control projects now under way in 
the .stale would N- continued at the same eco­ 
nomic level 
It would seem that Nebra.ska would stand to 
suffer most from cuts in the agricultural pro­ 
gram aiKl a hike in iiilere.st rales on Rural Elec­ 
trification Admmi.stratiou loans. 
Payments for 
m.stallation of permanent land con.servation prac­ 
tices are to be curtaile<l, beginning m 1966. While 
this measure may be unfortunate, it might well 
be a hard fact of life that will have to be ac­ 
cepted, 
Cut.s in acreage reserve payments will 
hurt in .some areas but the soil bank program 
has been a flop anyway so to continue it is 
only to pfHir more money down the drain. The 
disappointment in the .strict agricultural end of 
the budget is that it conlain.s nothing new to 
replace pre.s<'nt ob.solete features. 
Increasing the 2 iht cent interest rate on 
REA loans could .seriou.sly hurt Nebraska. 
It 
is highly (jutssi ion able if tins feature of the 
budget Ls either es.scntial or fair. Certainly gov­ 
ernment loans m other areas should be re-ex­ 
amined along with any REA projiosal. The REA 
movement has made a tremendous improvement 
in the welfare of the entire nation. 
It should 
not be discriminated again.st at this time for 
other selfish interests and under the guise of 
economy. 


Better Sign 


Lost in the feverish concentration of military 
defense us one heartening development in Wash­ 
ington. 
The administration and Russia have 
agreed to a broadened exchange program. There 
will be more contact between the people of the 
two countries. There will also be a freer ex­ 
change of idea.s in such peaceful matters as 
civic planning, scienci? programs, metalurgy, 
agriculture, athletics, art aini culture. 
The nation has already learned that art, music 
and the like speak an international language 
and have done a surprising job of communi­ 
cating gixid will. 
Certainly American music 
throughout the world and in Russia as well has 
won friends more than any other activity. 
It is to be expected that interchange of ldea.x 
and points of view in a variety of other fields 
will result in comparable good. 
Both govern­ 
ments are to be congratulated on their new 
agreement, but are to be warned if they get 
too far involved in good will and “ get 
ac­ 
quainted’’ practices they are apt to forget about 
warmaking. But we could all stand a good deal 
of that right now.

But the Civil Aeronautics Board, 
which ladles out the air routes 
with White House OK, has refused. 
So it’s quite an event in avia­ 
tion hi.story that a noo-sked line 
now gets a certificate to fly reg- 
ularly—ooce a day between New 
’i’ork and San Juan, Puerto Rico, 
It also may be significant that 
the company making this history 
is Trans-rarihbean, whose presi­ 
dent, O. Roy Chalk, hag been the 
olose friend and benefactor of Ike’s 
brother-in-law. Col. Gordon .Moore. 
Col. Moore is the affable, easy- 
going hu.sband of Mamie Eisen­ 
hower’s sister, 
Mike, 
frequently 
.seen around 
the 
White 
House, 
either at such exclusive dinners 
as that for Queen Elizabeth or in 
the background of Ike’s telecasts 
to the naticMi. 
Back in 1952, before Dwight D. 
Eh.seiihower had clinched the Re­ 
publican nomination, 
G o r d o n 
Moore was a retired Army officer, 
with lots of personal charm and 
not much of a financial future. 
A colonel’s retirement pay I* not 
munificent, and experience 
ac­

HIRED AND FIRED 
Then suddenly, in February 1952, 
Roy Chalk, head of the indepen­ 
dent Military Air Transport As­ 
sociation offered Col. Moore a $6,- 
500 job in charge of public rela­ 
tions. Some officers of the trans­ 
port associatitwi favored another 
candidate, 
Maj. Gen. 
Henry 3. 
Sayre, retired. General Sayre, how­

Budget Balancing 


A n Illusory Thing 


WASHINGTON - The ELsenhow- 
er .space age budget is too big 
for most Republicans and such 
ultra-conservative 
Democrats 
as 
Senator Harry F. Byrd of Virginia. 
It is not big enough for most 
Democrats and for 
the 
ea.stern 
internationalists of 
both 
parties 
who.se views are expressed in the 
still top-secret Gaither report and 
the published Rockefeller report. 
In various ways, too, which are 
clear to the experienced members 
of Congre.ss, the new budget is 
.shot with politics. There is the 
President’s claim that it is bal­ 
anced which rests iqion transpar­ 
ently flim.sy assumptions. The de­ 
vice here is to lay the basis for 
insisting that the Democratic Con- 
gress unbalanced it. 
There eannot be any real ex­ 
pectation In the White House that 
an eleelion-year Congress, with all 
members of the House and one 
third of the Senate up. wHI meek­ 
ly enact 
five-cent 
postage 
and 
stand like granite for economies In 
farmer 
benefits, 
veterans’ 
pen­ 
sions. 
public 
assistance 
grants, 
slum elearance, reclamation and 
such projects. Even If Congress 
sprouted wings — an unlikely pros­ 
pect — the administration view 
that a business recovery will pro­ 
vide enough revenue to balance 
the budget is challenged by nearly 
all economists. 


The President has thus lost the 
inoial advantage he might have 
gained by being realistic about the 
impact of the space age on his 
cherished concept of a balanced 
budget He could never make cost- 
cutting or new' taxes popular, but 
he might have made them a moral 
issue. 


The prospect instead is for a 
dow'n-the-line struggle which will 
include defense. Within the past 
few days members unwilling to ac­ 
cept the Pre.sident’s military judg­ 
ment have been enormously heart­ 
ened by the Flockefeller report and 
the testimony of Nelson Rockefel­ 
ler. 
It is not that they think Rocke­ 
feller and his influential associates 
have necessarily come up with the 
right answers.

Conferences Fun 
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NEW YORK — Former Presi­ 
dent Harry S. Truman spoke at 
the Overseas Press Club the other 
night on the impressive and often 
oppressive topic of the press and 
the presidency. 
“ No president who hasn’t been 
roundly abused by the press has a 
chance of living in history,” Mr. 
Truman said. “ I didn’t caie what 
you said about me . , . as long 
as you couldn't prove it. You re? 
porters never really harm presi­ 
dents. You make them historical­ 
ly great. 
“ The greatest scoundrel w ho 
ever occupied the office of presi­ 
dent was George Washington, if 
you read some of the contempo­ 
rary 
accounts 
in 
revolutionary 
newspapers at the Library of Ccai- 
gress. He abolished newspapers, 
shut them up. 
“ Medill’s Chicago Tribune cov­ 
ered the Gettysburg address and 
reprinted in full (he text of Ed­ 
ward Everett’s two-hour speech. 
It said of the other speech made 
that day, ‘The President of the 
United States also spoke and made 
the usual ass of himseif.' 


“ The papers of 1876 tried to get 
U. S. Grant impeached. Grover 
ClevelaiKi had a hard time with 
fellows like yourself. When they 
annoyed him he chased them, but 
he was too fat to catch them. 


Theodore Roosevelt was the first 
president to hold a press confer­ 
ence. He had special pets he’d 
give a story to. But Woodrow Wil­ 
son held the first press confer­ 
ences as we know them today 
He was the greatest authority on 
American government t h a t we 
ever had. 
“ I had more fun at my press 
conferences than the reporters did. 
I got awful mad at times, but in 
time I realized it does no good. 
Your duty is to keep the president 
and c^her people from getting out 
of hand. It was always instructive 
to hear the questions from report­ 
ers representing different parts ol 
tlve country.”

The Atomic Energy Commission 
is holding a series of tests b 
May to perfect tactical nuclear 
weapons. From the Pentagon the 
word is that these tests art es- 
ential to America’s security.

velopment stage. This Is the de­ 
fensive weapon that theoretically 
will knock down ICBMs with hy­ 
drogen warheads before they reach 
their targets in this country. It Is 
billed as the ultimate defensive 
weapon, just as the ICBM Is the 
ultimate offensive weapon. 
Even if the United States were 
prepared to stop testing, the Brit­ 
ish are insistent that they must 
have more tests to perfect their 
weapons series.

incomprehensible.” He added that 
he would caU on other nations “ to 
follow our lead, and if they don’t 
and persist in further tests, we 
will know about it and we can re­ 
consider our policy.” 
Taking up the plea for an end of 
tests in the campaign that fall, 
he was accused of being willing to 
disarm the United States without 
regard to what the Soviet Union 
might do. President Eisenhower 
and other campaigners roundly at- 


tacked him for his proposal ob the 
tests.

Secret tests — either high In 
the stratosphere or deep under 
the earth — can be conducted 
despite any control system.

This is an­ 
other strong argument against any.

No matter how many reassuring 
statements the AEC and Chairman 
Lewis Strauss put out, the fear 
will persist that the earth is being 
slowly contaminated, with the in­ 
cidence of deformity and cancer 
gradually increasing. And the con­ 
tinuing tests feed another fear — 
that the nuclear arms race cannot 
be brought to a halt short of dis­ 
aster.

Star: The New Year’s rush for li­ 
cense plateis pin-pointed the ade­ 
quacy of parking accommodations 
around the County Court 
House. 
However, at peak periods the mar­ 
ginal safety of extra parking stalls 
was almost nil, thereby indicating 
the need for more off-street park­ 
ing around the Court House. 
There is now off-street parking 
on the north side of the 
Court 
House. 
This section of off-street 
parking was ordered in by former 
County Commissioner Chris Küh­ 
ner and has since proven its use­ 
fulness of the county’s cash cus­ 
tomers. 
It would seem highly ad­ 
visable for the best interests of the 
county taxpayers to start provid­ 
ing off-street parking on the other 
sides of the Court House. 
The south side would be especial­ 
ly adaptable, as there is 22 feet 
of space between the street curb 
and the sidewalk. 
This space of 
22 feet is wide enough to accommo­ 
date the length of most pa.ssenger 
car®. The taxpayers’ cost for this 
improvement could not attain the 
magnitude of a multi-million dol­ 
lar project. 
Also, the diagonal 
parking practicable through off- 
street parking would increase the 
parking stalls on this side of the 
Court House by a third more than 
the present number on 
parallel 
parking.

The dispute centered around 
whether Jack Finney, th# di­ 
rector, and other b oard m em ­ 
b ers acted properly when they 
approached Erdelatz in Washing­ 
ton last Friday. 
The dispute occurred as E rde­ 
latz sought to fram e a form al 


statem ent as to why he was 
turning down the job . 
Charles Carder of the Bryan 
Eagle, who was present, report­ 
ed Erdelatz in a sharp tone of 
voice accused Finney of not do­ 
ing all possib le to inform the 
head of the Naval Academy that 
Finney wished to discuss a pos­ 
sib le job at A&M. 
Finney, chairm an of the ath­ 
letic com m ittee 
of 
the 
A&M 
b oard, replied, also in s h a r p 
tones, that he had done all with­ 
in his power to reach the Acad­ 


emy head. 
Neither man grew red faced 
or m a d e any threatening ges­ 
tures, C arder said, b ut added it 
ob viously was a dispute. 
Finney’s position was that he 
was not the person who should 
talk to the Academy head—that 
it should b e done b y Dr. M. T. 
Harrington, A&M president. Fin­ 
ney was unab le to reach Har­ 
rington. 
The A&M director did reach 
the athletic director at the Acad­ 
emy and 
informed 
him 
that 


A&M was discussing the Aggie 
coaching job with Erdelatz. 
The coach apparently consid­ 
ered that 
his request Uiat the 
Academy chief b e informed still 
was in effect. Finney declared 
this was not his understanding. 
Dr. C. H. Groneman, faculty 
athletic

consideration in withdrawing his
